Af- 
ter the Death of K. Zexry, his Father got a place 
to read Prayers in the Royal Navy, and bound 
his Son Francis. an Apprentice to a Ship-Mafter, 
who traded to France and Holand, with whom he 
| endured much hardſhip, and was thereby fitted to 
fuffer the Fatigues and Labours of the Sea. 

His Mafter dying, bequeathed him his Bark,with 
which he for ſome time” followed his Maſters Pro- 
| feſfion, and thereby gained confiderably ; Bnt the 
Narrow Seas being not Zarge enough for his aſpi- 
{ring mind, he ſold his Bark, and in 1565 and 1566 
ngaged with Capt. Zovel and others, in a Voy- 
age to the Wef#-Indies, and received much wrong 
{from the Spaniards at Rio de Zachs:, yet the very 
next year Capt. Fobn Hawkins,” making prepara-
